We thus have two an- 


gonistic systems and forces contending 
r world-supremacy. Continental lEu- 
ipe inherited from Borne the system of 
>verning colonies for tbe exclusive ben- 
it of the home governments; while tbe 
nglo-Americans have developed their 
stems fiom the germs inheiited from 
eutonic ancestors of Northern. .Europe, 
s Mr. Fiske has said : 


In tbe four discreet men sent out to 


jeak for their townspeople in the old 
nglo-Saxou Coumy Assembly, we have 
e germs of institutions that have ripen- 
I into tbe House of Commons, aud into 
,e legislatures of modem kingdoms and 
publics, in the system thus iuaugu- 
ited lay the future possibilities of such 
gantic political aggregations as the 
nited States of America." 
Tbe defeat of Varus by Arminins pre- 
ented the extension of lloman dominion

tbe Baltic. Four hundred and forty 


ears after the destruction of the Roman 
gions of Varus the descendants of the 
ctors landed in Britain ; bringing the 
erms of English freedom and of tbe 
merican Federation of States, the Fed- 
atiou of Canada, of Australasia, and 
Soutb Africa. And if we are true to 


ir destiny, our high privileges, and ad- 
antages, these germs will ripen under 
nglo-American co-operation and direc- 
on into Tennyson's "Parliament of 
:an and the Federation of the World." 
In our sea-girt homes of America, 
oulb Africa, and the islands of tlie seas, 
ee—ao long as we stand together—from 
terference from the military systems of 
ontiuental Europe, our race will be en- 
ded to develop to the ultimate free iu- 
itutious and tbe principles ot local self- 
ivernrnent.—Civil Service Commission-

With all the vigor that words can give 


George A. Jenka, the Democratic can- 
didate for Governor, last week brushed 
away the silly stories that his nomina-

THE HUMAN VtHCE 


IN BATTLE. 


OH1 l.riTLB USE EXCEPT JIN GIVING TH 


CHKISIl TlfAT ACCOMPANIES 


Til 1C GHAKGB. 


The human voice in battle has 


peculiar, a precise value. That vain 
does not lie in the giving of orders. 1 
requires no great mental strain t 
understand that in the heat of an en 
gagemeut the guns do all the talking 
that's audible. The youthful author o 
"Tbe Ited Badge of Courage" represent 
ed a corporal conversing freely with a 
comrade at least' thirty feet away in a 
line that was repelling a fierce (Jonfede 
rate onslaught. Any one who has spen 
a Fourth of July in an American eit; 
can appreciate the absurdity of that, am 
any one who has stood jn a line of sol 
diers firing knows that after the tirsl 
shock to the tympanum he seems to hear 
nothing whatever—the individual dis 
charges are wholly indistinguishable to 
him, 
and his captain close behind him 


might screech his throat out and yet 
raakeno impression. Then as thesrnoke 
settles back there is an almost over 
powering sense of isolation. You don't 
realize your inability to 
distinguish 


sounds; if you give it a thought you 
find simply a vague idea that the atmos- 
pbeie ia most dense and oppressive, that 
you are sort of shut in by some impene- 
trable substance which you can neither 
see nor feel. National Guardsmen who 
have been in firing drills will remember 
that. 


With the modern rapid firing guns 


there's little Qring by men in mass ex- 
cept when the company "rallies" to re- 
pel and attack. Then a circle or semi- 
circle is formed around the officers and 
the bullets are sent in every direction as 
fast as they can travel. In the "extend- 
ed order" on the skirmish line it is 
possible for a man to hear "himself 
think," but with a line extending rods 
away from right to left, and with a 
strong wind blowing, to say nothing of 
the musketry, the officer's voice cannot 
be equal to the emergency. So he re- 
sorts to signals—visual, with, his sword, 
when smoke and landscape will allow ; 
otherwise with the bngle.or with a hoarse 
whislle in the bill of hi.i sword. Proper- 
y drilled soldiers in 180S readily inter- 
pret tbe signals. Those with the sword 
are simple ; those by bugle or whistle 
are combinations of long and short blasts, 
is, for example : Ouelongone, "Halt!" 


wo long ones, "Forward !" Two short 


ones and one long one. "To the rear !" 
Two long ones and two short ones, 
'Commence firing !" One long one and 
wo short ones, "Cease Dring I" The 
non-comtnissioned officers along the line, 
hearing these signals, repeat the com- 
mands to the meii. 


Aboard ship there also is great econo- 


my of vocal power. If the sleel sides of 
he vessel are not being pounded by shot 
and shell, the officers can make them- 
selves heard between shots, but their 
words are few. As for the men, the ex- 
perience of an observer aboard one of 
our vessels at the destruction of C'er- 
vera's lleet is to the point. He said he 
expected to hear the men rush to quart- 
ets with a yell and then cheer as they 
saw tlie enemy's discotnliture. On the 
contrary, the only sound was the boom 
of the guns, the men going on with iheir 
work like silent machines. 


Yet the human voice has its v.tlue. 


Who shall say that it in any less than 
those from metal thioats V it comes 
when there is a lull in the firing, when 
bayonets are fixed, when men nerve 
themselves and start forward at a run 
over the short but shot-swept space be 
tween them and Ihe enemy. Then the 
voice will make itself heard—no rules or 
regulations ever could prevent it if they 
tiled. Seemingly.it is the shout-that 
carries the men onward, upward, over 
Ihe breastworks. 


We heard considerable about the dif- 


ferentiations between the southern cry 
and tiie northern cheer during the Civil 
War. The former was a high-keyed, 
piercing yell, the latter a deep-chested 
"Hurrah," leaving out of the word all 
but the vowel sound. How do they 
sound now, blended ? America's fre- 
men will never slop to tell.

To the enemy, tbe captive balloon be- 


comes an object of attack, upon which 
the fire of both musketry and artillery 
frequently trained. The question heie 
nvolved is obviously of tlie highest im- 
portance; aud considerable time aud 
abor have been devoted by the German 
Government to its solution. Investiga- 
tion has now shown musketry-lire to be 
inite ineffective; for, owing to the dilli 
culty of measuring height and distance, 
he balloon is hard to hit. iloieover, a 
'ew bullet-holes entail butasliglitlossol 
gas, and cannot, therefore, inllict much 
damage. In tbe case of heavy guns, 
however, the matter assumes an entirely 
lifferent aspect. Cannon lo.ided with 
hrapnel have proved very etTective— 
more particularly when the balloon has 
been stationary, the range not too short, 
ind the distance approximately known. 
Japt. lloedebeck slates that at long 
ange the destruction of the balloon by 
le batteries is a comparatively simple 


matter. At short range, heavy guus are 
oo unwieldy to be effective. 
Krupp, in 


870, sought to obviate this diih'culty by 
be construction of a "balloon-gun1'; 
}ut of his experiments with this weapon 
have as yet been unable to obtain any 
nformation. 


Wtat has been said of the effective- 
ess of battery-fire applies to the station- 
,ry balloon only. By a constant change 
f position and altitude, the security of 
he balloon is greatly increased. Such a 
hange of position is by no means diili 
ult for our German ,i;ronauts, whose- 
quipmeut permits of great mobility. 
Jne of our most experienced ;eronaulB, 
Japt. Gross, has expressed the opinion, 
ow generally accepted, that the effec- 
iveness of field pieces or heavy guns IB 
reatly diminished so long as the balloon 
s kept in constant motion. Experiments 
ave proved the advisability of keeping 
be balloon at a distance of 3 kilometres 
rom the batteries—a distance which 
till affords the mrouaiit excellent facil- 
,ies 
for observation.—Pr.oi-'. HEKCK-

In these days, when preserved provis- 


ons are being so largely manufactured 
o meet the equally large demand for 
ich articles of diet, and when, by the 
id of the refrigerator, we are supplied 
ith meat all Ibeway from theanliuodes, 
•e Und that we have :i new danger tn 
tee, says lloiixtloltl IT'/it?-,. This is the 
ability, owing to accident or neglecl 
uring the preserving proai'ss or during 
•ausit, of the footl changing for the 
'orse, or, as we say, "going lud." Uii- 
ortunately, such tainted food is not 
eadily delected, and the unconscious 
onsumer 13, therefoie, open to the risk 
f being unawares seriously or latally 
oisoned. 
Tainted foods contain the products ol 
ecomposition which are 
technically 


nown as "ptomaines." 
Beyond the 


act that some of the ptomaines are 
ighly poisonous, little else is known 
bout them. They aie still the subject 
f investigation, aud so far we are only 
b!e to gather that ptomaines are alka- 
idal in character, and are the active 
rlnciples of animal tissue in the samp 
pay as such alkaloids as quinine and 
ther similar drugs and other plants. 
The symptoms of ptomaine poisoning 


may be acute, or they may be vague and 
ndeOned. When acute, the symptoms 
sually set in a few hours after partak- 
ng of the tainted food. The patient 
omplaius of nausea, or feels faint, 
headache usually accornpani".s tiie nau- 
ea, which terminates in a tit or fits of 
omiting. The sickness is often violent, 
nd uncontrollable. The patieni cotn- 
lains of great pains ia the abdomen, 
nd nothing appears to relieve this dis- 
ressing symptom. Meantime the tem- 
erattire aud the pulse rise, and all the 
mptoms increase in intensity. 
J}js- 


ressmg retching takes the place of sick- 
ess, and not, infrequently the patient's 


aspect is that of one of great agony But 


very one of these symptoms may differ 
quality and intensity in different cases, 
that it is only the experienced eye that 


rin, from a survey of the whole symp- 
pms, recognize the case as one of evi- 
ent ptomaine poisoning. 
Sometimes this poisoning is slow, the 
'mptoms are act violent; the patient 
omplaius of lassitude and weakness, 
here is also loss of appetite, and in con- 
'quence the patient gets rapidly weak- 
•. In a tews days a rash may break out 
ver the body. The character of this 
ash varies, and is usually a source of 
uch indecision as to the real cause of 
ie illness. Often boils breaks out on 
ie face and neck, and this in an adult 
ught to indicate probable poisoning of 
ome sort. Not infrequently ptomaine 
oisoning from the outset shows no other 
ymptom than that of loss of strength, 
llowed slowly by loss of consciousness, 
elirium and death. As a rule the real 
ause of such slower cases is not recog- 
zed. They occur among the poor, aud 
ipecially among those given to intern- 
:raiice and loafing. Such individuals 
re not over-careful what they eat to 
.tisfy the cravings of hunger, and there- 
ore frtqiiPDtly fall victims to this poison. 
iUlecure is taken to discover, or rather, 
o trace the cause of illness iu such pco- 
e. It is not unnaturally put down t-o 
ie victim's bud habits and iutemp 'rate 
viug.

Mere inaction is not the only kind of 


rest; indeed, it is not even the best kind. 
Some of the great man of the world— 
notably Mr. Gladstone—have illustrated 
this fact by living long lives of constant, 
activity. They have rested at intervals 
not by inactivity, but by a change of oc- 
cupation. 
Wearied by the use of mental 


powers in one direction, they turn to 
physical exercise or to some new mental 
occupation entirely different from that 
to which they have been accustomed. 
Dismissing affairs of state or politics 
from his mind, Mr. Gladstone turned to 
be forrester or farmer or engaged in 
purely literary work dissociated from the 
vital questions which engaged his mind 
during his active career. In this way he 
obtained rest and lived to a great age, 
though he was never idle. The lesson 
should be taken to heart by smaller men 
who are worn out. by labors in a single 
'leld. Those especially who have active 
minds should make note of the fact that 
•est can be obtained by change of occu- 
pation or of line of thought, for it is 
practically impossible for them to obtain 
•esl by inaction. They may seek to get 
away from ollice or desk to the quiet of 
-he country, but unless they havesome- 
hing to occupy their minds they will 
carry the cares of business with them 
*nd be impatient to return to their la- 
bors. The most efficient business men 
tre not tliose who think only of business, 
but the men who have a bobby that 
ierves to relieve their minds without ab- 
iorbing too much of their time. The 
)usy man of affairs who can turn after 
businass hours to his workshop, his stu- 
dio or bis study and become absorbed in 
matters not related in any way to his 
daily occupation will return to his daily 
work refreshed in mind and capable of 
accomplishing much more than if he had 
imply rested from his labors. Climatic 
londitious compel men to rest during the 
leated term, but some of them never 
earn how lo rest aud wear themselves 
ut with thoughts of business aud irn- 
latieuce to return to their desks. The 
icliday, whether long or short, should 
ie absolute, and this purpose is beat at- 
aiued when some new occupation is sub- 
ututed for that which has been tempor- 
arily abandoned. Art, science and liter- 
ture afford avenues of escape for those 
who are pressed by business cares. It 
liould be tbe aim of every one to culti- 
vate some hobby as a relief from the 
aily occupation. It his tastes aud tal 
nts are in the art line be can learn to 
.o^use himself as amateur painter or 
eulplor; if his bent is science be can 
ind a great field open to him in the study 
'f one or more of the natural sciences, 
r he may devote Ins attention to litera- 
ure as author or as critic. Ills aim 
hould be lo obtain rest through a change 
f mental activity. Mere inaction will 
iot sullice, for unless there is something 
o occupy the mind, one's thoughts will 
nevitably turn to business cares and the 
eason of rest will be disturbed. 
The 


lobbies of men should of course be kept 
nder control; they should not beallow- 
d to mtei fere with the serious under- 
akings of one's life, but they will be 
ound useful if they are ridden only dur- 
ug the hours devoted to rest.—Jtnllo.

Success of a Boy Fanner.

Farm, Itludti Money and Cared for 


Brother mid Sl»t*r. 


Charley Jobaugon, known in tha Red 


River Valley, Minnesota, as the bonanza 
boy farmer, expects to clear nearly 
$8,000 on the products of his farm this 
year. He is seventeen years old and has 
a brother, Frank, aged fourteen, and a 
sister, Lena, aged eleven. 


Twelve years ago John Johanaou came 


here from Xorway, bought a few farm- 
ing utensils aud a team of broken-down 
car horses, and one bright .April morn- 
ing in !S89 left Chicago, beaded toward 
the great Xorthwest. After Week* of 
traveling over rough roads, the half- 
starved man and worn-out horses arrived 
at (Jrookstra. Here misfortune over- 
took him. One horse died and the other 
broke a leg aud had to be shot. It waa 
a crushing blow to Johauson. Half hia 
earnings for nearly two years were goue. 
It meant two more years of struggling 
before he could have his family with 
him, 
but he sat at work pluckily, and in, 


the fall of 1S90 entered a homestead oa 
100 acres of farming land about thirty 
miles from Crookston. 
He bought a 


horse, some lumber and tools with the 
money he had earned, and before the 
tirst snow had put up a small shanty on 
bis claim. Here he lived all winter, un- 
dergoing a great deal of hardship. 
The 


next summer he worked for his old em- 
ployer, bul in 1S!)2 he worked his own 
farm, produced his first crop of wheat 
and cleared enough money to enable 
him to send for bis family in Xorway. 


About this time his wife died, aud the 


three children were left alone. 
The 


United States consul was consulted and 
he secured passags for them on a trans- 
Atlantic liner, and the young travelers 
were soon on thuir way to their new 
home. The children arrived in Croofc- 
ston all right. 


In the fall of IS%. after live years' 


continuous residence on his claim, in 
only one of which Tohanson's crop fail- 
ed, he took out his second papers, became 
a full-liaised citizen of the United States 
and secured a patent from the govern- 
ment, for the land 
It was shortly after 


this that he was mortally hurt in an ac- 
cident. He lived in an almost helpless 
condition for six months, during wuicb 
all the responsibilities of the household 
aud farm fell oil the shoulders of Char- 
ley, who was fifteen years old. 


After his father's death ('barley per-

looked after the poultry, the vegetable 
garden and their twu cows. All three 
pitched in and did the housework. Tbe 
first crop was a success and brought a 
-landsome price. A Minneapolis grain 
man who was traveling through the 
country bin ing wheat during the harvest 
took entne charge of the marketing of 
the crop for Chailey aud handed over to 
him .-m boo clear profit for 1897. This 
stimulated Charley's ambition, and be 
immediately be^an to make preparations 
for the harvest of 1SOS. Improved farm- 
ing implements weie purchased, a woman 
was hired to do tlie housework, Frank 
and Lena were sent to school aud two 
men were employed and put to work 
breaking in new land for the next sea- 
sou's crop. At the suggestion of his 
Minneapolis friend 1-30 more chickens 
were puichased and this branch of the 
business was turned over to Lena and 
Frank. The wheat crop is a phenomenal 
one. It is estimated at twenty-eight 
bushels of wheat to the acre. Harvest- 
ing has begun and the crop will soon be 
marketed. 
The profit on the wheat 


alone, it is estimated, will reach $S.O(iO, 
while the ti.ix will bring giioO more, and 
the chickens have already earned $l.">o 
more than their keep with the holidays

bich 5-i,852 were for soldiers and 1,885 
ir sailors. Four widows were reinstated 
nd two promoted, and sixty-four orphans 
ad relatives of soldiers were reinstated, 
'lie hundred and thirty-nine ex-Union sol- 
ieis were reinstated and 276 promoted. 
The number of pensioners on the rolls 
n June 30, 1808, was993,71-4 :theamonnt 
aid for pensions during the Hscal year 
nded June 30, 1898, was $144,851,879, 
nd the average value of each pension 
131.79. Comparison shows that more 
ensions for services in the civil war were 
ranted during the last fiscal year than 
-ere allowed during the entire four years 
f Grant's last term and the entire admin- 
stration ol President Hayes; that the 
mount actually paid for army and navy 
eusions during the fiscal year ended June 
0, 1898, was largely in excess of tho 
mount paid either the first, or second term 
f President Grant's administration, and 
Imost as much as was paid during the en- 
ire four years of President Hayes' admin- 
stration.

this hospital is situated in a large woods 
about two miles from Lytle, Ga. 
The 


patients are treated iu teuta which have 
tight hoard doors. JSacb patient has a 
single bed with springs and mattress. 
There are about four hundred patients in 
the hospital. 
There is no end to the 


amount of good one may do, for there is 
sickness and distress on every side and the 
necesaities.are so great and conveniences 
so few that it is almost impossible to realize 
that any good ia accomplished at all. 


The principal diseases from which the 


patients suffer are typhoid fever, malaria 
fever, measles, etc. 
When I arrived here 


nearly a month ago, there were about six 
hundred patients in the hospital, and only 
four doctors to take care of them, HO you 
can imagine what a large amount, of work 
each one hod to do. There baa been a 
great deal published about this hospital, 
but It has only been done by incompetent 
critics. 
In fact, it is a surprise to all the 


oilicers that the death rate at this hospital 
has not been much larger than it is. Then 
the climatic conditions baa something to 
do with the improvement of the sick. 
For instance, the days are extremeJy 
warm and the nights Camp and cool. 
Every one who comes here gets sick. 


1 have gone through one of the ordeals 


and now feel that T am in a better condi- 
tion to withstand the climatic and hygi- 
enic change from what one has in Adams 
county.

The lies*ian Fly in Wheat. 


This insect, which is very abundant 


in Pennsylvania, ia often known aa the 
"fly" or the "wheat fly," saya a bulletin 
issued recently by the Penna. Department 
of Agriculture. It is responsible for a 
large amount of loss each year, often de- 
stroying one-quarter of, the crop and is 
particularly injurious in the wet seasons. 


UKB HISTORY. 


There are two broods of this insect each 


year. The winged fly appears in August 
and September, and searches for the young 
winter wheat to Jay its eggs on, and places 
them on leaf blades, anywhere from one 
to thirty on a blade. In four or five days 
the eggs hatch and the young maggots 
crawl down the blade, enter the sheath 
and pass down to the joint. Here they 
stay, sucking the juice from the plant un- 
til about the end of November, when they 
turn brown, and harden. 
This is called 


the flix-seed stage. In this condition 
they ipass the winter. In the spring, about 
the middle or end of April, they change to 
the full grown form, the winged fiy. These, 
at once, begin to lay their eggs as before, 
and the history as already given for the 
fall brood is repeated ; the flies from this 
brood appearing in August and September 
to lay the eggs on the winter wheat. 
This, in brief, is the life history of the 
Hessian fly. 


TREATMENT. 


From what hae beeu given, it is plain 


that there is no treatment of the seed 
which will do any good, nor ia spraying of 
any possible use. Treatment here must 
be mother lines. 


The best thing to do for the protection 


of the wheat from the fiy is : 


1. Plant a small piece of wheat early in 


August so that it may como up early, and 
be found by the flies when looking for a 
place to lay their egga. Thia piece will, 
of course, be full of maggots later. 
About 


tlie end of September plow this under, 
and do not use the ground for wheat the 
next year. 
By this method the flies will 


'ay their eggs iu this early wheat and as 
the.y die after egg laying, few will be left. 


2. Do not plant the wheat (except the 


small piece jnel. spoken of), until about 
September 'JOtli ; by that time almost 
every fly will have died, and there will be 
none left to lay their eggs when the wheat 
comes up, 


There is a tendency in Pennsylvania, an 


well as elsewhere, for the farmer each 
year to get hia sowing done a little earlier 
than the ypar before. This is directly 
favorably to the fiy. Wheat sown as late 
as iSeptfraber 20th, will make growth 
enougn so that it will not winter-kill, and 
this method haa been tried in states rpiiK i

THE A1K TO THE SOIL. 


There are three principal elements re- 


quired to make our soils fertile; these 
are nitrogen, phosphoric acid and potash. 
These elements can be obtained in dif- 
ferent ways, but none better than by 
growing clover. We take the following 
valuable extracts on the subject from a 
paper delivered before institutes by T. 
"B. Terry, of Ohio: Ton can purchase 
grain and feed it on your farms; or you 
can buy fertilizers in bags, and when 
you do this you buy them to get one, or 
two, or all three of tbese elements, and 
fcr no other purpose. 
JJut the trouble 


•with these ways, particularly with the 
last one, is that they are too expensive. 
It costs too much to buy the fertility; 
we do not get enough for our product so 
that we can stand the drain. We aie 
paying a large mortgage on our crop be- 
fore we get it, in buying the fertility 
There is a cheaper aud better way to ob- 
tain these elements. Tlieie is also quite 
a difference :n these elements. The aii 
is the grea; storehouse for nitrogen. 
More than three-fourths ot all the air 
that surrounds the woild is nitrogen 
By growing clover in a regular rotation 
you can tiansfer as much of this nitio- 
gen from tlie air to the soil as you may 
want on the laud to produce as good a 
crop of giain as can stand up on it. 
You 


may transfer the nitrogen from the ail- 
to the land by the growing of clover; 
ttiat is the greatest value that the clovei 
plant has for us. Clover has the ability 
to feed on this free nitrogen in the air, 
and that is the most costly element in 
the fertilizers which we purctinse. We 
pay 16 cents a pound for nitrogen, and 
only about one-thud as much for phos- 
phoric acid and potash. The clover has 
fie ability to feed on tins nitrogen it 
Krows itself, and after the plant has 
grown you have the nitrogen iu the large 
tap roots of the clover. Thus in the 
growth of clover above ground, the 
nitrogen that was in the air befoie you 
grew the clover is absorbed by it, aud 
when it is plowed under, or cut for hay 
and fed out and the manure returned to 
the land, you have the nitrogen in an 
available form foryoui following crops, 
corn, potatoes, or whatever you choose 
to put in. Coin, wheat, oats and sueb 
crops cannot get any of this nitrogen out 
of the air, although they grow in this 
atmosphere which is more than three- 
fourths nitrogen. They are not organiz- 
ed that way. Clover acts as a middle- 
man to transfer the nitrogen from the 
air to the soil aud put it iu an available 
form for other crops. It is possible by 
giowing clover in a tegular rotation once 
iu three, or lour, or five years, as it may 
be found best on your farm, practically 
to get out of tbe air all the nitrogen that 
is needed on your farms for ordinary 
farm crops. You cannot do it all at 
once, perhaps not in five or ten years, 
but systematic work iu this diiectiou 
will result in gettiug all you want in 
tiuio. How shall we get the phosphoric 
acid and tbe potasli to balance tbe nitro- 
gen in older to make our land fertile in 
all of the elements? The feeding roots 
of wheat, corn, oats and all such crops 
are near the surface but clover does not 
grow that way. It has a tap root. The 
little fibrous roots ot the clover go down- 
ward, almost stiaight down, from tlie 
large tap roots, starting out from the 
lower part mid working down into the 
subsoil to a considerable depth. These 
little flbroua roots that you would hard- 
ly notice with the naked eye unless they 
were wet, come out from the large tup 
root above and work down perhaps hun- 
dreds of feet in the aggregate. 
The 


storage pait of the plant is m the large 
tap root which is up in the surface soil. 
The iiitiogeu it gets out of the air and 
the phosphoiic acid and potash down 
where the feeding roots are. 
What is 


the result aflsr we have grown a heavy 
ciop of elovei ? We have brought down 
nitrogen out of the air, aud we l^e 
pumpt'd up mineral matter from the sub- 
soil. We have brought these tluee ele- 
ments together, in the soil and on it, in 
just about tl.e right propoitions to feed 
the following crops, corn, potatoes, or 
whatever you choose to put iu. Xone 
of tho elements, to any extent were in 
the surface soil before you grew the 
clover, all of them are there alter you 
have grown it. Another necessary point 
is woiking the soil liner when preparing 
a seed bed for a crop. This is not only 
to make a good seed bed but it will lib- 
erate the plant food by thorough pul- 
verization. Work it very line, rolling 
sind harrowing, until you get it down 
almost, to road dust. You can hbeiatc 
inoie plant food in this way Umn would 
be dout- by ordinary tillage, 


l>vlicioiis Ice Cream. 


An excellent vanilla ice cream "with- 


out eggs or thickening of flour" of any 
kind n.»ay be made of a quart of rich 
cream, one cup of milk, one large table- 
spoonful of gelatin, one lUwial cup of 
sugar, and a tablespoonful of v.imlla 
Soak the gelatin in four tablespooufuls 
of cold water for two hours. 
Uring tbe 


milk to a boiling point and stir the 
gelatin into the boiliag milk, and con- 
tinue stining until it is melted. Strain 
the preparation through a floe wire 
strainer into the cream, add the vanilla 
and the sugar and freeze the mixture at 
once. 


An excellent chocolate ice crwim may 


be made of a quart of cieam, a pint of 
inilk, a large tablespoonfui of gelatin, a 
cup and a half of sugar, two ounces of 
•unsweetened chocolate scraped tine, and 
a tablespoouiul of vanilla extract. Soak 
the gelatin as before, stir it into a cup of 
imlk and strain it into the cream. Stir 
the scraped chocolate into the remainder 
of the milk, which must also be heated 
to the boiling point; stir the preparatiou 
of chocolate over the fire until the choc- 
olate is all melted and the whole is a 
smooth, dark mass. Add the sugar and 
stir all into the cream. Add the v.milla 
and freeze carefully. 


The oS'ew Vork Tribune, which gives 


these recipes, also advises not to use too 
much salt. Three piuts are enough for 
a large pailful of cracked or pouuded ice. 
The ice should be pounded tine, and the 
freezer should be packed firmly. Use an 
ordinary fieezer of standard quality. If 
the cream is fro/.en too rapidly it will be 
coarse. After packing the freezer turn 
the crank for live minutes. Then open 
the freezer, remove the beater and scrape 
off with a tbin-bladed knife the frozen 
crust of thin cream that covers the sides 
of the can and mix it thoroughly with a 
wooden spoon or spatula, with the softer 
cream in the center. Keplace the beater 
and cover of the can aud turn tbe crank 
again for three or four minutes, then re- 
peat the operation of scraping tbe sides 
of the freezing can and mixinc the un- 
fiozen cream with the frozen. Work the 
cream thoroughly to make it light, cover 
the can and turn the crank again, now 
a'i rapidly as possible. Iu a few moments 
the cream should be ready to pack. It 
should remain packed la salt and ice for 
ut least two hours. It is better if kept 
lour or even six hours before it is eaten.

A CKO1' THAT KESFONCS READIIA' TO 


GOtTO TJBKATMKMT. 


r The fall is the season forjseeciiug down 
wheat in this section, the bulk of the 
crop for the United States being seeded 
in the spring in the northwest. There 
is more in the variety thau may be sup- 
posed yet mauy farmers buy their seed 
wheat without regard to variety, select- 
ing only by the appearance of the grains. 
It is well known that the varieties of 
wheat differ greatly, and that some are 
hardly compared 
with other kinds. 


There are also varieties which yield 
largely, have stiffer straw, and give bet- 
ter results iu many wuya, but much de- 
pends upon the iarra, its soil, the cli- 
mate, and the conditions at time of seed- 


ing. 
It has been demonstrated that 


where farmers select their seed from tlie 
Held, by carefully picking out Hie best 
stalks, and which contained the largest 
heads and plumpest grams, the yields 
gradually increase every year, and the 
wheat also became better adapted to the 
soil. These heads weie planter! sepa- 
rately and selections made the following 
year. No plant improves so lapidly aa 
wheat when careful selection is made iu 
order to increase its capacity to yield, 
and no crop responds more readily to 
good treatment. When the farmer once 
secures a variety which gives satisfactory 
lesults he should be very eaiei'ul in mak- 
ing a change. 


LOW 
AVKUAOKS. 


The aveiage yield of wheat per acre 


tor the United States is about 1 1! bushels, 
•vhiuh is low computed with Melds, in 
I'jUiope. The Pennsylvania Slate Col- 
lege has is-iupd a bulletin iu relaliou to 
the yields of varieties, winch is aent tiee 
,md which should be in the hands ol 
aveiy wheat glower. 11 st.ites that in 
I8U8 Dawson's gotdtiii chall, it smooth, 
<\mber wheat, produced 41 4-2 bushels pei 
,icre, the largest of any vaiiety, but the 
avetage foi 32 varieties is SI k~i bushels, 
the average for J'enn«ylvtinri IIBIIIH only 
lli 38 bushels— much lower than many 
supposed. The vanety grown has con- 
siderable mllueuce upon tho prolit,ii)le- 
ness of the crop, its well as Uie piopei 
fertilization aud cultivation. In the ex- 
periments it was lound that tlieie. was a 
iliftereuce ot 1087 bushels bdUveen two 
varieties, a (act winch should convince 
every iariaer ol the impoitance of hav- 
ing a variety suitable for his soil and 
climate. All the varieties were treated 
,ihke, yet there was the vasldiff«rem:e in 
yield. Uawson's Goldeu Chuff, and (I old 
Coin weie placed at tlie head. 
The 


average yield ot straw was -I ^!J,S pounds 
per a.cie, which is '2'J per cent, above Ihe 
aveiage of other years. 
The average 


weight per bushel was (30. -j'2 pounds. It 
may be stated, however, that it requires 
tests tor sevetal years to arrive at <i full 
knowledge ot conditions, as some seasons 
may be tavoiable ior certain varieties 
and not for others. 


CULTIVATION' 


But no matter what the variety may 


be, the foundation of success is the woik 
done before the wheat is seeded. Not 
only must the land be plowed deep, the 
drainage looked after, and tho seed care- 
fully drilled in, but the seed bed ior the 
wheat must be made fine before the drill 
is used. Good results have been obtain- 
ed when manure is spread on the land 
befoie plowing and then the harrow 
used, lust applying, before hanowing, 
200 pounds per acre each of sulphate of 
potash and bone meal. Xiltate of soda, 
]00 pounds pei acre, is applied very early 
in the spring. On heavy soili iarmers 
have found lime beneficial alter plowing, 
The best methods to adopt depend on 
the soil, as no two farms are alike, but 
it has been demonstrated several times 
at the experiment stations that by judi- 
cious selection of variety and the care- 
ful preparation of the soil, with the lib- 
etal use of manure and ferlilizuis, the 
laige increase in yields will not only re- 
turn the cost but add to the profit as 
well as leave the laud in better condition 
for the clover crop, which usually follows 
wheat. If the seed is drilled in deep 
where the soil is One the wheat will be 
less liable to being thrown out m the 
winter, and where the land is diained 
there will be fewer plants winter killed. 
The fact that the station secured over 
41 bushels per acie while the average for 
Hie Slate is less than 17 bushels should 
convince farmers that tlieie is much 
room for improvement. — I'hihi, 
l{?rf>td. 


AN ENOKiHOUS 


"WHEAT YIELD. 


You ask me lo give the outcome of 


my season's wheat crop, together \vitl: 
method of culture, writes a farmer of 
Indiana to the J'rairie I'urmrr. 1 se- 
cured, this season, the largest yield 
ever had. One Held of twenty aciea 
gave an average of forty-three bushels 
per acre, and ninety-live acres gave a 
total yield of 2 !)BO bushels. One fifteen 
acre Held on bottom land was ovei Mowed 
and gave but sixteen bushels per acie. 
My plan of piepanng wheat laud is to 
plow jnst as eaily aftei haivest as possi- 
ble. I prefer to have a clover sod to 
tinn under. Wheie I seemed my bent 
yield this season L lurned under a fine 
clover stubble. 
On a few acres the 


clover was not taken off the land, all the 
crop being turned under; but we could 
not see any difference In yield where the 
clover crop was lemoved for hay aud 
where all had been turned down. A 
difference may probably be seen another 
season. 
When plowing the drag follows 


the plow each day, thus fining and com- 
pacting thesoil, and conserving moisture. 
When the plowing is done the roller and 
harrow are started and kept going much 
of the time until time tor seeding. We 
have our seed bed as firm as possible, 
with BUtlicieut mellow earth on top to 
drill nicely. We use 200 pounds of fer- 
tilizer to the acre, for without this our 
yield would not be more than half what 
it usually is. Oar fertilixeis are home- 
mixed. We use a complete fertilizer 
containing about 11 percent, of available 
phosphoric acid, 2i per cent, of ammonia 
and 1 per ceut. of potash. 
We have not 


found that potash gives us very profita 
ble returns on our limestone, red-clay 
soil. The phosphoric acid we get from 
acid phosphate, as it is the cheapest 
source. We get a phosphate that con- 
tains from 16 to 17 per cent, of available 
phosphoric acid for about $14 per ton. 
The ammonia we get from tankage or 
cottonseed meal 
The cost of rhis ranges 


from $14 to $17 per ton. We use un- 
leached wood ashes as a source of potash 
when we can eel thnm, otherwise use 
muriate of potash 
For a ton of fertili- 


zer we put in about 1 200 pounds of acid 
phosphate, 700 pounds of tankage or cot- 
tonseed meal and 100 pounds of potash. 
This mixture costs us from $14 to $15 
per ton. and If the same grade of fertili- 
zer were purchased Jn the regular way 
from the local dealer, it would cost from 
$2-1 to $20 per ton 
I thus save about a 
dollar per acre bv using a home-mixed 
fertilizer. Then I have the satisfaction 
of knowing that I am getting aud using 
just such elements of plant food as 
I desire, or that I think my soil and crop 
demands. By purchasing material in 
car lots tbeie is no trouble in getting 
same from flrat hands, at regular whole 
sale rates. Farmers might all avail 
themselves of this benefit, where only a 
ton or two of. fertilizer ia needed, by 
clubbing together in a neighborhood and 
making up a car load. The tax on farm- 
ers when fertilizers have to be used is 
considerable and it behooves them to re- 
duce this tax as much as possible. If 
we would grow more clover than we do, 
or as much as we should do, the greater 
part of the money expended annually 
for fertilizers would be saved and our 
farms woxild be gradually increasing in 
fertility and productive capacity as the 
years K° bJ-
